Stated Japanese Idea 
Is To Gain Hold of 


Chinese Territory 


Resolution Before U.S. House States Seif-Evident Release of 
Kiau Chow to Japs Would Be Inimical to Interests of 
China and United States—President Indicates Confidence 

of Orientals’ Good Faith. 


Washington, Aug. 17.—A resolution directing Secretary 
of State Bryan to protest against the announced intention of 
Japan to take over the German leased territory of Kiau Chow, 
China, was introduced in the house today by Representative 
Britten of Illinois, The resolution quotes the Japanese ulti- 
matum to Germany demanding the withdrawal of all armed 
forces in Chinese territory or waters and the surrender of Kiau 
chow to Japan and continues: ‘Whereas it is self-evident that 
the release of said territory to the Japanese government would 
be inimical to the interests of the United States. and China 
whose territory should be preserved, therefore be it resolved, 
that the secretary of state be and is hereby directed to commu- 
nicate with the Japanese government that the United States 
views with concern the transfer by force of arms of any Chin- 
ese territory to Japan or any other foreign nation or any trans- 
fer of territor'y without the unconditional consent of the Chin- 
ese government,” 

Representative Britten said that the course of Japan ap- 
pears to be a warlike step to gain a hold on Chinese territory. 
The resolution was introduced in an informal manner without 
special attention being directed to it and later was referred to 
a committee. 

The president made it clear that the United States would 
not be involved in any way in the Japanese-German contro- 
versy and spoke of the assurances of Japan that she would 
maintain the integrity of China as having been given to the 
powers generally as well as the United States. Asked parti- 
cularly as to the promise of Japan for the “eventful restoration 
to China” of the German Provinces, he indicated his confi- 
dence in the good faith of Japan to carry out that assurance at 
ithe close of the war.

Military preparations continue in Ed- 
monton, The High School grounds are 
being used for drills by the 101st regi- 
ment, whilo the 19th continue to drill 
on tho grounds near the Parliament 
bulldings.

BULLETIN)—London, Aug. 17,—(2.15 p.m.)—A dis- 
patch from Amsterdam to the Central News says+the captain 
of the Dutch steamer Epsilon on his arrival at Ymuiden report- 
ed seeing a German dreadnaught in the harbor at Trondhjen 
which had been put out of action.

Greece Demands Explanation. 

London, Aug. 17.—A Reuter dispatch from Rome says 
that the Paris correspondent of the Tribunal hears that Greece 
has decided to demand explanations from Constantinople re- 
garding the concentration of Turkish troops on the frontier. 
Unless the reply is satisfactory Greece will mobilize forthwith. 

Socialists Rising in Revolt. 

London, Aug. 17.—A despatch received by the Central 
News from Rome says: ‘Fugitives arriving here from Berlin 
declare that the socialists are rising in revolt throughout Ger- 
many, following the execution of their leader Dr, Liebknecht.”’ 

Thousand Prisoners Taken. 

London, Aug. 17.—The official press bureau of the war 
office and admiralty has issued a statement saying that French 
troops in the course of a rapid advance along the valley of the 
Schirmack have taken a thousand prisoners, 

The scene of the fighting of the last few days in Upper 
Alsace, the official announcement continues, shows the 
great destructive effects of the fire of the allied artillery, 
trenches abandoned by the enemy are filled with dead and 
wounded, 

London, Aug. 17.—(5.30 a.m.)—An official communi- 
cation issued by the French war office Sunday and telegraphed 
by the Paris correspondent of the Exchange Telegraph com- 
pany says: “At the moment that the German main force is in 
contact with out troops,” says the war office “our allies will 
force both Austria and Germany to engage in an additional 
struggle which, it seems likely, will be of vast proportions. 

“It is well known by now that the Germans anticipated 
the decisive defeat of the French so that they might immedi- 
ately follo wup such success by a battle against our allies. — It 
is also well known that they counted on the slow mobilization 
of the Russian forces and upon disturbances in Poland to gain 
time for their arms. The emperor, however, by his promise 
to give autonomy to Poland, has obtained the fidelity of the 
Poles and Russia’s mobilization has been accomplished with 
remarkable rapidity. 

Russian Army Moving Forward. 

Th eRussian army is now moving forward for an offen- 
sive blow, the result of which will soon be felt. Already in 
Galicia Russian cavalry has crossed the frontier and Austrian 
cavalry and infantry have been routed while other battalions 
have turned tail. 

“Germany is being put on the defensive and it is impos- 
sible to avoid the conclusion that her position at the front is 
not what could be desired by her at such a critical time in her 
history.” 

A troublesome problem of the world is likely to be the 
housing and guarding of prisoners. Already more than 5,000 
Germans have been captured before the battles hav ereally be- 
gun. The Belgians are sending a large proportion of their 
prisoners into France. When the big battle is on, when at 
least 2,000,000 men engaged, the number of prisoners prob- 
ably will run into vast and embarrassing totals on both sides.

The French infantry withdrew from 
the town into the woods at the side of 
the Meuse, four miles from the river.

At the same moment a French 
infantry regiment advancing along the

As a consequence of this system the railway mileage has 
to be inordinately extended, children have to go long distances 
to school, the social life of the farmer is largely one of isolation, 

the distances to town are out of all reason, and the progress 
and development of the country is handicapped and held up. 

And all to what purpose? Simply so that speculators, 
whose activities are of no benefit whatever to the country, may 
harvest an easy increment from land through the simple pro- 
cess of holding it out of use. 

The absurdity of all this is too apparent to need com- 
ment. ‘So opposite is it all to the best interests of the country 
that one has only to look at the homestead law to realize that 
this was not even the original intent. On the contrary, the

farmers who would turn it to its most advantageous use, and 
would continue to use it. But the men who made the law 
were blind, 

The land law required in Western Canada is one which 
will make all titles contingent upon the use of the land. — In 
other words, the holder of farm land should be compelled to 
use it or relinquish it so that someone who would use it would 
have the free opportunity. 

The homestead policy required in Canada is one which 
would so equip farms for those anxious to use them that any 
man of family and with some practical experience of farming 
could move onto a farm all ready for him to go to work. 

The cold prosaic reason why a very large number of the 
unemployed do not go onto the land under the system in 
vogue at the present time is that large numbers of them have 
not the necessary capital to buy a cow, let alone pay the first 
purchase instalment and put in a crop. Everyone in West- 
ern Canada knows this, and has known it for years, although 
it required a war crisis to center attention upon the circum- 
stance. 

But with a land policy making it impossible to hold land 
out of use, and a homestead policy making it possible for any 
industrious man to engage in farming, there would be no un- 
employment in Canada, either in war time or any other time. 

If Mayor Hocken’s proposal attracts sufficient attention 
to bring the matter to the serious consideration of the Cana- 
dian people, here is some hope that Canada may abolish unem-

A POSSIBILITY AT WHICH THE 
MIND PAUSES TO GASP. 

Speaking about “scientific” warfare, there is a prognos- 
tication made in the piping times of peace so recently past 
which will undoubtedly be giving Londoners some uneasy 
hours these days. It was the prophecy that London would 
not be safe from the aerial fleets of the Germans. 

Most of the guessing of the past few years as to the pro- 
bable destructiveness of mew war machinery has been cen-) 
tered upon th air ships. In the war so far as it has gone, the 
air craft have justified at least a part of the prophesies made 
for them. All nations are using them very effectively for 
scouting purposes. But for offensive purposes they do not 
seem to come quite up to advance notices. The air craft 
which sails over to drop bombs stands a very good chance of 
being dropped itself. 

But there is a season coming when, at least so far as 
London is concerned, the air craft wlil be under no such handi- 
cap. Everyone knows about the London fogs. When one 
of these setiles down, in November and December, it is not 
only impossible to see an air ship, but quite frequently im- 
possible to see across the narrow streets of London. 

With such an enveloping cover as this, what damage a 
bomb-scatiering fleet of Zeppelins might do to London! This 
mind pauses to gasp at the possibilities.

DEAL FORDAIRY 
FARMING, SAYS A 
~NEW YORK EXPERT 


J. P. Christiansen Predicts Big 
Scandinavian Influx Into 
Alberta, 


More than ordinary interest attaches 
to the visit of the Scandinavian- 
American editors to Edmonton and the 
Burrounding country, and the interest 
which several of the party manifested 
in this section, agriculturally, pro- 
mises to-result in material good in the 
way of immigraticn in the near future. 
Under the guidance of George M. Hall, 
industrial commissioner, the party 
paid a visit to Vegreville on Sunday, 
Where splendid courtesy was extended 
by the local board of trade. Fifteen 
Rutomobiles were placed at th conven- 
Jence of the members of the perty, and 
thy were deeply impressed with the 
wonderful pussibillties of the soil. 

J.P. Christiansen, conservation and 
Bericultural expert, of New York, who 
was particularly well impressed, upon 
his return to Edmonton Sunday even- 
ing, expressed the belief that this sec- 
thon would prove an outlet for the 
surplus population of Scandinavia, 
particularly Denmark, the area of 
which is small and intensely popu- 
lated, although, highly developed in the 
dairying industry ,the methods in 
vogue being far advanced. 

Mr. Christiansen stated 
only the Scandinavians of the old 
country, but the 5,000,000 Scandina- 
vians of this country will contribute 
largely to the immigration into the 
Edmonton district during the next few 
years, and being an intelligent, peace- 
able and hard working people, with 
modern methods of farming and datry- 
Ing, will prove a valuable addition to 
every community with which they may 
associate themselves, 

Industrial Commissioner Hall will 
prepare a list of available farm lands 
In the country tributary to Rdmonton, 
both for homestead entry and pur- 
chase, and this information, together 
with acreage crop reports, will be 
placed in the hands of Mr. Richard- 
son for general distribution Mr, Hall 
will also send a five-pound samplo of 
soll to Mr, Christiansen for analysis, 
so that intending immigrants may in- 
telligently lay their plans for coming 
wost,
